United Sweden and 
Norway form to-day the largest dominion in 
Europe, excépt Russia, and with Finland 
mdded would be imperial In extent. 
WOULD NOT INCLUDE DENMARK. 

The talk about Denmark’s joiming such an 
Smpire te idie, forthe Swedes and Daune are 
as Opposed to each other as the French and 
Btalians. The Emperor of Germany fe said to 
Dave spoken, while in Norway, of the debt of 
@ratitude which his house owed to the Swedes 
forsaving the Northern States of Germany 
from the grasp of Austria, when the Protest- 
ant States were threatened with destraction 
by the Catholic League, and to have expressed

While the Gévernment is adopt- 
feg a more liberal policy toward policemen, 
postmen and telegraph operators, the soldiers 
thisk that they snould not be forgotten, and 
thatthe least that can be done would be to 


pay them the shilling a day promised at enlist- 


mon witnout deduction for clothing and 
rations, and te issen the severity of the 
drilling at home stations, whieh makes for- 
ien service, even. in time of war, an abso- 
lute relief. The officers do not keepin sum 
élent touch with thé mea and are unawere of 
conditions whieh should be known to them at 
feast long enough to be Bangs. The fact 
that so few veterans re enlist le evidence that 
army seryice is losing its pogplarity. 

The recent military mutinies and wholesale 
desertions from the army and navy bave im- 
peiled the newspapers of every shade of po- 
litical Opinion to demand that the Govern- 


ment shall investigate and redress the griev- 


aneoes of the men in every branch 
otf the service. This, they de- 
Clare, is absolutely necessary in order 
to avert a serious crisis which is abundaatly 
foreshadowed by the general discontent man- 
frested in nearly every one of the public de- 
partments, and whichis undeniably the re- 
sult of the tyrany practiced by those in au- 
thority.

THE LONDON CONSERVATIVE PARTY. 


An endeavor will be made at Conservative 
headquarters during the recess of Parliament 
to improve the Conservative organization of 
London, which is notoriousiy bad and com- 
pares very unfavorably in mary constituen- 
cles with the organization of the Liberal par- 
ty. That the loss of some seats which were 
won by the Tories at the last election is 
inevitable is conceded,+ but there are 
other shaky seats which it is de- 
lieved would have been tolerably safe 
but for the neglect of the sitting members and 
the apathy of the local committees. London 
Conservatism, as a rule, has a distinctly 
democratic flavor, and in the opinion of sev- 
eral London members sitting on Ministerial 
benches the Government has not gained 
much from the hostility shown in certain 
Conservative quarters toward the County 
Council, or fromthe recent trouble with the 
police and the postmen. In view of the gen- 
eral election which, ian spite of Mr. Balfour’s 
reassuring prophecies, is still regarded in 
official circles as a practical certainty for next 
year, a strong effort is to be made to strength- 
en the weak points during the recess. 


A VAST EMPIRE. 


An ineident before the Privy Counell this 
week illustrates the extent of Britain“ Em- 
pire and the vastness of the interesés centered 
in the halls of Westminster. The heirs of the 
once mighty King of Oude were defendants in 
a suit by creditors whe sought to attach the 
pension paid them by the Indian Government. 
The Privy Council decided that the pension 
was exempt from attachment, 

In connection with India it may be 
mentioned that a powerful movement Is 
on foot among the more intelligent of the 
population se put a stop to the evils of 
child marriage. One of the worst forms of 
girl marriage in India is kKnowa as ‘‘marrying 
girls to the gods, which means slavery of 
body and soul to the priests, great numbers 
of whom live upon the immorality of thelz 
girl wives. Hundred of thousands of chi- 
dren of the ages of 12 and 15 are wives and 
mothers in India, The educated and intelll- 
gent natives of Madras are in favor of fixing 
the age of marriage at M years. 

BARBERS AS REFORMERS. 


Barbers have not usually been noted as re- 
formers, but in Bombay, India, the barbers 
have solemnly joined in a pledge not 
to shave the heads of widows. This 
means a great deal, for the shaved 
bead is the sign of the woman doomed to per- 
petual widowhood. Her ‘‘husband’’ may 
bave died when she was a babeinarms, for 
infants are pledged in marriage io that coun- 
try, bat she must remain a widow all her life, 
and the shorn poll is the evidence of her con- 
dition. The barbers’ refusal to shave the 
heads of females under such circumstances is 
therefore a protest against aninhbuman and 
cruel custom, upheld by the strongest preju- 
dices, and the wiciders ofthe razor have, 
therefore, been subjected to much perse eu- 
tion, but they hold their own, nevertheless, 
with a fortitude that deserves to be com- 
mended. 

SHADOWED BY CONSTABLES. 

Lady Winfred Robinson was shadowed by 
constables on a recent visit to Armagh, in 
Iréland,.

Henry Geerge Tells of the Impressions Re- 
’ “getved During His Visit. 


Special Cablegram, te the Post-Dispatch. 


ONDON, Aug. 
I 9.— Henry 

George is pic- 
nielag to-day with 
Dustin friends in 
Epping Forest, telling 
them about his four 
months’ tour in Aus- 
tralia. He said: 
Though my position 
on the serif question brought me bitter oppo- 
sition from Australian pretection ists I bad a 
warm greeting and attentive audiences and 
the good-byes given me when I leit the 
country couvinced me that the single tax 
idea ie firmly reoted there and becoming a 
powerful factor in practical polities, This is 
especially true in New Sduth Wales, where 
the line is being sharply drawn between the 
single tax principle on the one hand and pro- 
tection on the other side. 

THE COUNTRY OF THE rurt nx. 

“My vielt to Australia has given me some 
idea of the great possibilities of the future of 
the couatry. It isin many respects the most 
interesting in the world to Americans, and is 
an independent development of another 
branch of essentially the same people, ander 
conditions diverse enough to afford us in- 
structive comparisons. There are many 
things whieh Americans may profitably 
learn from them besides the Australian 
baliot. Tere are many things in which 
they might prefit by our experience. 
Geographically and in character and in ways 
of thought America is nearer Australia than 
Yet between the American 
Republic and the great democratic nation 
which is growing in the Southern seas there 
is nothing like the intercourse and commerce 
which should naturally exist. Our Chinese 
policy of protection has so completely shut 
us out of trade with Australia and the vast 
Kast that about the only practical interest 
taken in the United States by those recione 
to-day is in our attempt to raise the value of 
silver throughout t world by buying and 
burying tons of it every month. 

WHAT FREE TRADE WOULD po. 

The abolition of our tariff would give us a 
great trade and closer intercourse with Aus- 
tralia, making San Francisco and New York 
the great route of Australian intercourse with 
Europe. If reciprocity treaties are to be made 
Austrailia is one of the first countries that 
should be considered. The United States can 
mo more compete with Australia in raising 
wool than Loulsiama can compete with Maine 
in producing ice, and the free admission of 
Australian wools to our markets would 
be a universal blessing to our 
woolen manufacturers and wool con- 
sumers. And, continued. Mr. George, 
% good deal less expensive and 
more profitable than sending a few war ships 
to show our flag tothe Antipodeans would be 
the sending of a proper commission to thor- 
oughly examine and report on the manage- 
ment and success of the State-owned railways 
of the Australian colonies. In the whole long 
journey from Australia through the greatest 
highway ofthe world of commerce, I never 
onee saw the American flag until I observed 
one on a gondola in the grand canal at Ven- 
ice, which an American tourist had subsidized 
to carry it. 


A PREDICTION. 

**I have been so long away from America 
that I have not as yet but a vague idea of 
what is going on there. Butso far as*I can 
gather from the brief reports cabled to the 
continental newspapers the Republican party 
bas carried its policy oftaxing the whole 
people forthe benefit of individuals to such 
a monstrous length as must provoke a popa- 
lar uprising, and will sweep them away at the 
next election.’’

There is, how- 
ever, another cause of dissatisfaction. 
The Porte has lately lent itself with peculiar 
complacéncy.to the wishes of the Buigarian 
Government. Without inany way committing 
itself in regard to the Bulgarian Independ- 
ence,the Porte bas appointed three Bulgarian 
ecclesiastics to as many vacant sees in Mace- 
donia. The @istricte in which the Bulgarian 
Church thus finde its baud strengthened form 
part of a region long theoretically in dispute 
between Servians and Bulgarians. Bach 
of the two nations hepe im 
the final division of what is 
left of Turkey in Europe to obtain a large 
share of Macedohia, but the bishoprics lie in 
old Servia, which the Servians not unnatur- 
ally regard as reserved for themselves. They 
are therefore exasperated by the extension of 
Bulgarian influence over what they consider 
to be their own patrimony. The fact seems to 
be that the Bulgarian statesmen have man- 
aged their diplomacy as they previously man- 
aged their war, better than their Servian 
neighbors. 
PROCESS OF DEGENPRATION. 

Apart, however, from these quarrels, there 
fs every reason to look with apprehension 

upon the conditiow of the Balkan States. The 
process of degeneration in the Turkish Em- 
pire has continued of late years with rapidity. 
The proverbial inability of the Porte to main- 
tain order manifests itself with greater fre- 
quenmey every year. At the present moment 
the Sultan has to send an armed force to 
Albania in order to prevent the Prince of 
Montenegro from taking into his 
own hands the police of a district .just 
outelde the Montenegrin border. The crisis 
ip only Gelayed by the deterniination of the 
Powers not to allow the beginning of any dis- 
turbance that might develop into a EHuro- 
pean quarrel. But, aside from the condition 
of the European provinces, the accounts now 
peosived almost daily from Armenia and other 
regions sufficiently show that the inevitable 
dissolution of Turkey te approaching fast.

England’s Reyal Guest Will Land at Heli- 
geland Te-Day.

ONDON, Aug -The 
yisit of the Emperor 
‘William bas been a 
purely family affair. It 
mas been so agrecabic 
to him that he post- 
poned his departure 
for twenty-four 
hours, but it is hinted 
thata desire to reach 
Heligoland ata timely 
moment bas mingted 
, with his amiable 
disposition to prolong hia stay. 

The Emperor has kept his eyes open while 
here. Hie principal attention outside 
of Osborne House has deen given 
to things military and naval. 
It is mortifying to Englishmen that two mili- 
tary mutimies have oecurred during his stay, 
which cannot have given him a favorable im- 
pression of the state of discipline in the 
British army. Such things are unksaown in 
Germany and must have struck him with as- 
ton lahment. His presence, however, has 
tended to strengthen the relations be 
tween England and Germany, which 
could only be to thé advantage of 
peace. While the rumors of England’s join- 
ing the Triple Alliance are idle creations of the 
newspapers, there is doubt that the pieas- 
ant and cofdial intercourse between the Brit- 
ish Court and the German Emperor, with the 
happy conclusion of the African compact, 
binds England and Germany closer than ever, 
carrying to fruition the peliey that Lord Salis- 
bury has cautiously but firmly fellowed from 
the beginning. 

The Emperor will land on Heligoland to- 
morrow, where he will meet Minister Herr- 
furth and the German Commissioners, who 
to-day look over the island, and quietly cele- 
brate his first acquisition of territory for the 
empire. The circumstance bas a deep signifi- 
cance forthe German race and is most aus- 
picious for the young monarch.

Danger of a Chickasaw Outbreak. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 9.—The Secretary 
of the laterior has received a telegram from 


Mr. Bennett, Indian Agent at Muscogee, I. 
T., saying that the Chickasaw situation is 
serious and that there is great danger of an 
outbreak en the 13th inst. (the day of the 
election), on account of the disfranchisement 
of squaw men. In a communication to the 
President the Secretary to-day expresses the 
opinion that there is no great probs 
bility of an outbreak to such an 
extent as te require the imterferenice of 
troops, yet as a precaution he recommends 
that the Secretary of War be directed to have 
such troops as are at Fort Gibson in complete 
readiness to réspond to any order that may be 
necessary to suppress riot at the election. In 
reply to Agent Bennett s telegram the Secre- 
tary directs that ne request for the assistance 
of troops be made unless riots of a dangerous 
character actually break out. The Goyera- 
ment,. he says, does not intent te display 
a force of troops until the last emergency.’’

If the penmanshtp is a quick, careless, 
dashy hand, it suggests that the writer is of a 
quick, neryous temperament, while if the 
writing itself ia liurried to sioveniiness it dis- 
closes lack of system, au individual always in 
aburry, Arupnning band, small and concise, 
bespeaks the collegiate, accustomed to taking 
notes at lectures; a reund, tull hand, a public 
scheo! edudatiéOa with Spencerian teaching in 
writing; a very angular up-and-down hand 
hints at the writer’s great imitative powers, 
for that is never natural, avery bold, dashing 
style argues individuality, and a pecuilar 
hand eriginality .with strength of character, 
especially if the peculiarity in thechirograpby 
is not pleasing. 

It itis a labored’‘hand it means one of two 
things, either lack of practice—perhaps in 
early education—or a very careful, pains- 
taking individual. If itis, however, a par- 
ticularly careful, round, even, beautiful 
hand, it argues vanity, fer the writer has 
evidently been praised for his penmanship 
and likes praise. If it isaneat, pleasing ad- 
Gress, believe in the person’s geod opinien of 
you, for he does his best in writing yeu. If it 
only pleases you because itis conventional, 
neatand goes form, believe in his general 
ood breeding and education, for his writing 
is like the smile en the face of a society 
woman. Again, if thd chirography be almost 
illegible, never ask the writer to de youa 
favor; he weuld not bother himself to be nice 
to anyone. 

As for the envelope itself, ta plain, ordl- 
nary affair, it means, not as might me sup- 
posed, poverty of purse; but either poverty 
ofcultivation or the fillleg of so chance a 
need, and the letter itself will reveal that it is 
a borrowed article and its use a case ot it or 
none at all.

Of eoursé the summer girl is extremely par- 
ticular about ber statipnery takes with 
her the very latest fade r pothing at all; she 
is proneto fancy something « trifle newer 
than the conventional cre white heavy or 
Ines paper. Perhaps the latest thing 
she can get isthe paper in deep heliotrope 
and blue tones stamped with a clover leaf in 
one corner, with a Gnish that gives to the 
clover the giisten of satin. Accompanying 
this she must have a sweet grass box to hold 
the paper, and a dear little pen- wiper in the 
shape of a clover leaf and made of flannel;

The Shah becamea father atthe age of 16 
years, wherefore his eldest children are now 
well advanced in life. His eldest daughter is 


nearly 46 years old, and is called the Glory of 
Kings. She married the son ofthe master ef 
the mint, one of the rienest men in Persia. 
When the master died, however, the Shah 
took possession of the bulk of his fortune. 
Naturally the son-in-law felt himself III- 
treated, and falling to obtain any redress, he 
left Persia and went te Paris. There he dis- 
tinguished himself by theeutter reckiess- 
ness of his career until his imperial 
father-in-law for very shame re- 
called bim and gave him what was left of his 
inheritance. He had previously been mar- 
ried tothe adopted daughter of Mme. Hadi 
Abbas, a clever French woman, whom Hadi 
Abbas, the court painter, married in Paris 
and took te Teheran, at the request of the 
ladies of the harem toteach them the Eu- 
ropean fine art of millinery. The second 
daughter of the Shab, called the Light of the 
Empire, is the wife of Gen. Yusuf Khad, 
Number three and four, the Pride of the Em- 
pire andthe Purity of the Empire, are mar- 
ried, tne one to a high court official, the other 
tothe chief priestof Teheran. Ail the eight 
grown SP: daughters of the Shah, indeed, 
have m good matehes, 

They have, perbaps, made better matches 
than their busbands. Forit itis not altogetaer 
profitable te be a son-in-law of the Shah. A 
princess spends much, and her carriages and 
runner, her many servants and the lavish en- 
tertainments she is obiigell to give to other 
princesses generally cost much more than the 
$10,000 per asnum which the Shan yives asa 
dowry. The nah, too, is.more apt to take 
anything from a son-in-law than from a 
stranger Or a person not refated to him, and 
another drawback is that the husband of a 
Bhah’s daughter loses more or less of his 
liberty, Cannot take other wives and must do 
as bis wife pleases. The only one, perhaps, 
of the Shah's sons-in-law who has kept hi 
liberty isthe chief p tof Teheran. He is 
able te bring religion to bear on the subject; 
can possibly justify anything he does by the 
Koran and traditions, and has the clergy with 
tue ir enormous influence to back him up.

posing that itis possibie in this enlightened 
age fer any person te be committed to the 
grave while yet living. Stories reporting such 
occurrences are by no means rare; but any 
one whe examines them closely wil! certain 
remark that they are whelly lack 
originality, that here 
in fact so strong a résembiance between them 
as to excite the suspicion’ that one has 
eopied from another. Insvestigation | 
shew, too, that this suspicion is s well- 
founded one; atleast such has been the ex- 
perience of the editor of the Medical and Surgi- 
cal , whe hasfer some years followed 
1 story of burialalive which came to 
his notice, and always with the result of learn- 
ing that they were false or of failing to learn 
anything about thelr origin.

Chicago’s alleged fund for World's Fair 
purposes has already been dedicated to 
real estate speculation and the creation 
and improvementof new parks for the 
city. | 

A lake front park of ample dimensicns 
has long been needed there, to displace a 
large area of shallow and uselesslake and 
toAmproye and protect the harbor, But 
the money needed to make and improve 
this costly new land could never be ob- 
tained until the World’s Fair fund was 
subscribed, and with that a site for part 
of the Fair is to be made in the lake. 

Another section of the city has been 
long waiting and conténding for the im- 
provement of Jackson Park, and now 
this desideratum is to be secured by sim- 
ply locating a part of the World’s Fair in 
that unmade park and devoting part of 
the Fair fund to its preparation and im- 
provement. . How much this will cost 
may be estimated from the statement 
that the necessary drainage alone will 
cost $1,500, 000. 

By the time these far- apart sites are pre- 
pared for the Fair buildings there will be 
little left for the erection of the latter, and 
Congress aud the country will be called 
on to ‘‘put up” for the credit of the 
nation and provide the means for the nec- 
essary structures. From present appear- 
ances it seems that Chicago expects to get 
two new parks for her World’s Fair in- 
vestment, and the permanent use of sev- 
eral million dollars’ worth of grand build- 
ings erected in those parks with the 
mouey of liberal and patriotic outsiders. 

In short, the indfvations are that Chi- 
cago is working the Fair to get a great 
deal of other people's money out of it, and 
to secure valuable and permanent bene- 
fits from it, whether it proves a success 
or a failure from a national point of 
view.

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CONFINING ALLEGED LUNATICS 

In connection with a recent case in this 
city, the Post-Dirsparcn explained how 
our statutes permit the imprisonment 
of citizens on a Charge of insanity without 
any judicial process. As the law stands 
now thereis no uniformity in the method 
of legalizing the commitment of insane 
persons to asylums and no proper protec- 
tion for persons said to be insane when 
they are not. Our statutes on this sub- 
ject certainly need revision, and speci- 
mens of the needed amendments may be 
found in the statutes of New York and 
Massachusetts, and especially in En- 
gland’s new lunacy act of 1890, which took 
effect three months ago. 

All of these require a judicial order to 
legalize the detention of any insane per- 
son in ahy asylum of any sort, and are 
enforced by commiasioners of lunacy with 
ample provisions for re-examination by 
judicial authority. That is the main 
point. 

The New York law forbids the confine- 
ment of any person in an asylum, public 
or private, except on the certificate of two 
reputable resident physicians whose 
qualifications are certified by a judge of 
a court of record, and no person can be 
held longer than five days upon such a 
certificate, unlesa the commitmentis ap- 
proved by a judge of a court of record, 
who has authority to take evidence and, 
in his discretion, to callin a jury to de- 
termine the question of sanity. The per- 
son thus committed or any friend of his 
can still appeal toa justice of the Suprame 
Court, who must summon a jury to deter- 
mine the lunacy question. This does away 
with the necessity of summoning a jury 
in every oase, but preserves the ultimate 
right of trial by jury, and still makes the 
commitment of an unquestionably insane 
person easy and inexpensive. 

The new English law, like that of Mas- 
sachusetta, requires that the detention of 
the person shall be by judicial order, and 
it goes further and provides for the ex- 
amination of the patient within a year, 
when a pew certificate approved by the 
lunacy commissioners is required to hold 
him a year longer, and 80 on. 

Iu the laws referred to may be found 
other features worthy of adoption by Mis- 
souri, such asthe provisions for lunacy 
commissioners with ample powers to 
supervise the mauagement ot asylumé and 
protect the patients from mistreatment 
or improper detention,

EW YORE, Aug. 9.— 
At 6 p. m. to-day it 
was giver out at the 
strikers’ headquar- 
ters that there would 
be a strike on the 
West Shore road at 
esundown.

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Lould be ordered to- 
Hguorrov on the 
Va Michigan Central, 
ZoeCanada Southern 
and Chicago & Nerth- 
western. It is ru- 
mored that a conference will be held de- 
tween the Brotherhood of Locomotive Eu- 
gimeers and the Knights to censider the 
advisability of the engineers assisting the 
Keights. Fully sixty engines are idle on the 
tracks areund tbe round-bouse. Thirty 
policemen are guarding the switches 
at Mott Maven. A mumber. ef 
nen-union engineers were put to work there 
this moraing and two accidents were re- 
ported. They both happened in the same 
way. The engineers were told to back toward 
the round-house at One Hundred and Fiftieth 
street. They lost contrel of the engines and 
wentemashing into other engines. No one 
wes hurt. Later it was reported that all 
trains on the New Haven road were switched 
off at New Rochelle and were run along the 
Harlem branch road. One New Haves train 
had come inte the Grand Central Depot 
up tonoon. This was the Port Cees ter local; 
that arrived an hour late at 9:30 this morning. 

About two hundred police reserves were 
called out this morning on the recommend 
tion of Mr. Webb. Nearly one hundred jand 
Atty of these were stationed between New 
York and Mott Haven, covering the Central 
lines, and the remainder were kept in the 
depot lest any disturbance should arise, but 
there was iittie or no occasion for their pres- 
ence.

Every man whe went out at 
first has returned to work, and the officers of 
the roads have telegrams from Syracuse and 
Buffalo, stating that most of their strikers 
are asking to be taken back. More new men 
have applied for work than can be provided 
tor at present. Nocable dispatches have been 
sent to President Depew in Europe except to 
acquaint him ofthesituation. The company 
feels perfectly competent to meet all difficul- 
ties as they present themselves without Mr. 
Depew’s presence. Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Chairman of the New York Central Board and 
W. K. Vanderbilt, Chairman of the Lake 
Spore board, are in Newport and 
will not come to the city because their pres- 
ence is not ueeded. ‘**‘We inform them 
of the situation frequentiy,’’ said Mr. 
Olarke, ‘‘and they express confidence 
that the lines will come out all right.“ 
Mr. Clarke expressed regret that the officials 
ofthe company had bees prevented by the 
strike from attending the funeralof Henry 
Milliken, the veteran locomotive engineer, 
which toek place to-day. 


The Situation at Midaight. 


NEw YORK, Aug. 9.—The strike situation up 
to midnight was practically unehangec.

The Tie-Up at Syracuse. 


Srracusme, N. T., Aug. 9.—Orders were 
issued this afternoon by the New York Central 
authorities to allow no trainsto leave Syra- 
cuse going East. A prominent Knight of 


Labor sald to-day that although it has not 
been gen tong J supposed that the Knights had 
an assembly in Syracuse, itwas a mistake.

100- volt lights could be operated in series in 
each car, and under these circumstances the

volts’ pressure, That itis quite evident that 
while the first statement might be perfectly 
true if comprehensively understood, yet it

were safe. And again, we 
have seen that in the 1,000 
von circuit all pressures from 100 volts to 1, 000 
could be obtained according to the point 
where one touched the wire, so it would not 
be safe to assume that because I touched the 
ciroult with impunity at one point you or 
anydoby else could do the same at another 
point. And yet this is just what would be 
assumed by the majority of people, and if you 
were killed and I was scareely shocked, it 
would be referred to ag an illustration of the 
idiosyncrasies of the electric current. 
PECULIAR ACCIDENTS IN MINES. 
„A couple of summers ago 1 was present at 


the starting of a new electric underground 


rullroad in one of the coal mines in Penn- 
syivania. The trolley wire—to use an Irish 
bull—was alight Trall supported on timbers 
overhead out of reach of persons standing on 
the ground. At one point there was a switch 
by which the current could be turned on or 
ef, and on this day as. it was desirable to 
have this readily accessible a large 
wooden block was placed on the 
ground underneath it. By standing 
on this one could reaaily reach 
the trolley rail and switch. Had the block 


been a perfect Insulator, a person standing 
upon it could have touched the trolley rail 
without the slightest shock even though there 
had been 5,000 volts instead of 350 as was the 
case, but as it was, the conductivity was just 
sufficiest to give one standing upon it and 
touching the rail aright smart sheck, and the 
whole thing being new to the miners, they 
were — themselves by getting up and 
touching the rail.

Mr. Walcott 
for many years has prepared the holiday list 
of the New York mein effice operating depart- 
ment. He says that twenty-five years ago the 
Fourth of July list wae written on the back 
ofa blank, and contained anly forty names 
while that of the Fourth of July just passed 
was six feet long and eontained 1,300 names. 


The transmission of electric power to a dis- 
tance is one of the most important studies of 
the electricians, and some success has already 
been attained. The immense paper mills of 
S. D. Warren & Co. at Cumberland Millis, Me., 
are now run by electric motors with power, 
generateda mile and a quarter distant. One 
of these days, perhaps, every neglected mill 
power in Western Massachusetts will be run- 
ning electric generators, and power will be 
sont over wires, concentrated in great storage 
batteries in Sprinufield, Holyoke and other 
manufacturing cities and towns, and drawn 
upon to run motors for machinery in hun- 
dreds of establisments. 


The Board of Directors of the Western Union 
Telegraph Ce. have decided torebuild the 
upper floors oftheir building at Broadway 
and Dey street. Tus tower will also be done 
away with. Ithas been decided to put the 
Associated Press on the sixth floor, and turn 
the seventh and eighth floors into operatiag 
rooms. Itis proposed to bring the 2,000 wires 
to the rear of the bullding, and have them en- 
ter by a specially vonstructed shaft. They 
will then be distributed in fron pipes, so ar- 
ranged that they may be flooded with water 
at anytime. The wires in these pipes will be 
covered with rubber. There will be several 
small switchboards, which will be connected. 


In order to promote and simulate original 
investigation, as well as to bring before the 
engineering public the resuits of such study, 
the British Institution of Civil Engineers bas 
invited original communications upon a list 
of fifty topics whieh cover a wide range of 
professional work. Six of the subjects in- 
cluded in the list are of an electrical nature, 
and are as follows: ‘‘Electric Meters for Re- 
cording the Consumption of Electric Ea- 
orgy. The Conatraction and Maintenance 
of Secondary Batteries, The Appiiection 
of EKiectricihty to the 
Pumps, Tools, Ete.,’’ **The Application of 
Klectricity to Smeiting and Metallurgical Op- 
¢rations,’’ Ihe Applida&tion of Electricity 
to the Purification of Water and of Se wer- 
age, and The Purification of Copwer and 
the Reduction of Copper Ores by Electrolytic 
Processes. 


Another interesting feature has been added 
to the wealth of attractions at Lincoln Park, 
Chicago. It is an elevtric fountain presented 
the city by Charles T. Yerkes and constructed 
ata cost of $60,000..The fountain was re- 
cently completed, and when ested proved 
thoroughly satisfactory. The electric and 
steam plants have not yet been completed, 
however, but it is hoped everythiug will be 
in readiness within a couple or 
weeks. lhe generating statien will 
be at the greenhouse and the wires leading to 
the fountain, which is near the Grant monu- 
ment, have been placed underground. LEieht 
5,000-candle power arc lamps will be placed in 
thefountais. The dynamo and lamps are ef 
the Brush type. As the fountain will only 
play at nightthe water pressure, it is thought, 
wis be sufficient te throw the stream to the 
height of seventy-five feet. ‘the fountain, 
with its electric light effects, will be une of the 
most beautiful in the world. 


An interesting sight Was to de seen on the 
fourth floor of the Western Union Building, at 
195 Broadway, the Monday after the fire. All 
the cables that led iato the battery room on 
the sixth story had been brought down here, 
and the work offinding out where the bun 
dreds of wires ron was begun. Each wire had 
to be connected to an instrument, which was 
mounted upom a dry goods box. This is a 
sample of the telegraphic conversation that 
was carried on: I. I. N. T1. Who’s on this 
wire?’’ Then would follow a silemee of a 
second or 80, whén the sounder would click: 
‘*Butfalo is here.’’ ‘‘What’s the number 
of the wire?’’ . And soit went all day 
long.

Money Returned te @ Dry Geeds House 
TShrougha Clergymar—Severa!l Curieus

you should have one-half of it.’’ bereupon 
he banded her 8300, which was a veritable 
angel oflieht to the bewildered and impe- 
cunlous widow, Nodefinite idea of the al- 
loxed debt was given and sbe was perfectly 
aware that it was ‘‘conscience money she 
was receiving. The old friend of her husband 
had evidently beard of ber present distress, 
remembered some transaction in which he 
had defrauded ber husband of that amount 
and took this way of making restitution. 

Another instance was tbat in a robbery that 
occurred ina handsome. house ia this city.

Morgue. They had a drunken brawl Friday 
afternoon, resulting in her death yesterday at 
the City Hospital from the injuries inflicted 
by him. He claimed that she was In the habit 
of having fits, and thatshe had inflicted the 
injuries on herself while in one ot them. He 
persistently denied having beaten her or that 
he used any Violence with her, insisting that 
she inflicted the injuries on her person by 
pounding herself on a pile of stones and 
broken bottles. She wae unconselous to the 
time of her death, and could therefore tell 
nothing of how the trouble occurred. 

When the SUNDAY POsT-DISPATCH reporter 
asked bim last night about the trouble he at 
first insisted on repeating his story of yester- 
day, that she had hurt Herself in a ft, Dut by 
careful questioning be was finally persuaded 
te tell just how the thing occurred, to the best 
of his recollection.

REFLEX NERVE ACTION, 


Swallow ef Ice Cream Will Cause 
Sharp Pain in the Temple. 


Why is it that upon taking an imprudently 
large mouthful of ice cream one is apt to feel 
a sensation of violent pain in the temple? says 
a writer in the Washington Star. The ice 
cream, when such a big mouthful of it is in- 
eautiously swallowed, produces a chilling 
effect of the nerye of the larynx, or ‘‘voice 
box, and of the pharynx, in the throat. The 
sensation shoots back to the center of those 


nerves inthe bra inz but there it nds a side 
connection with the great facial nerve that 
starte from in front of the ear and extends its 
branches over the side of the face. 

One branch ofthis facial nerve, extending 
across the temple, is 4 nerve of sensation, 
while the other branches are nerves of mo- 
tion, governing chiefly the play of the mouth. 
The pain from the chill is side-tracked along 
the nerve branch that traverses the temple 
and the feeling is likely to De quite agonizing 
In that locality for a moment or so, very likely 
involving the eye- ball sympathetically. This 
feeling of a sensation in one nerve when an- 
other nerve is attacked is what is called re- 
flex action.’’

beginner who finds himself lacking in 
general pbysical development is 
to make that discovery about as rapidiy 
and as conclusively while attempting to re- 
cover from a slip on the practice trapeze as in 
any other department of gymnasium 
exeroise.

muscié must be ready to act instantly and do 
ite work with certainty. The legs must be 
strong and firm to sustainthe body in its 
various poses. The back must be sinewy, so 
thatthe recovers may be made quickly and 
the upright maintained without a chance of 
failure, and the arms and hands must be hard 
and strong, forwhen a man falling from a 
trapeze grasps at the bar he must catch it and 
hold on to it if he desires to preserve the 
wholeness of his skin. 

Still, in spite of these admirable qualities 
that balancing calls into play, most indoor 
athletes prefer the bar and the rings, the 
trapeze and the bells. This may in a mess- 
ure be the cause of the Jack of literature bear- 
ing upon the subject. In the hope that a 
brief sketch of my own experience, short 
though it be, may be of interest to those who 
are about to begla a course of practice in this 
line, I will try and describe how some feats 
are accomplished and how some of thé wis- 
takes that I made at frst may By caution be 
avoided. 

lwas born in July, 1870, and entered the 
New York Athletic Club nearly three years 
ago. Although I bad ample opportunities for 
undertaking gymnasium work I never at- 
tempted exercise ofany kind until last De- 
cember, when, partly in an emulative spirit, 
after a ladies day’’ exhibition atthe club, 
and partiy to strengthen myself generally 1 
took up work in the gymnasium.

It is done. Firsttry it witha gentle swing, 
and gradually increasing the momentum make 
it wider. 

After this a backward and forward swing 
on one leg might follow, and should be treat- 
ed in the same way. 

A difficult swing to learn is the back and 
forward. The balancer stands as I did in No. 
2, and the trapeze is gentiy at first and then 
more rapidly swing baekward and forward. 
The learner must guard against a fall, as the 
ropes are harder to ca while doing this 
trick than in any other, with the possible ex- 
ception of the knee swing. 

The neatest baiance of them all, and one of 
the hardest, is the circular swing. The bal- 
ance changes at very point.

THE DIFFICULT CHAIR BALAKCS. 

Wher one is proficient in the above, the 
chair balance may next betried. A good way 
to learn this is to try the balance on the floor 
with the char so near the wall that the back 
of it may find an easy rest so that when the 
beginner loses his balance, as he certainly 
will do on his first attempts, he will not lose 
his persogal dignity as well as his general 
equipolse. 

When he can take a chair and place it fn the 
middie of the room and strike a baiance and 
hold it, then let him turn tothe trapeze and 

ersevere on it until the feat Is accomplished. 

e Should not fold his arms until he is abso- 
lutely certain of his balance. After he has 
reached that state of assurance, the trapeze 
should be elevated te ite naturai height, from 
fifteen to twenty-five feet from the floor, 

My state of mind on first finding myself ia 
the air with the bard floor visible through the 
meshes of a decidedly skimpy iooking net was 
that of extreme nervouaness—to say the least. 
This feeling, however, gradually wears off 
and in its place comes confidence. 

The beginner should not be discouraged at 
his zallure to peform all the task he has laid

out for himself in a single day or at first trial, 
and he should not worry because one day he 
may be able to achieve success and the day 
following may be marked by repeated failures. 
Such are common experiences. Balancing, 
like all other gymuastic feats, can only be ac- 
quired by faitnfal and persistent practice. 

The ring balance,.as is shown in No. 7, is 
done both with a awing and atastandstill. It 
should not. be attempted until the muscles of 
the legs are well developed. After these feats 
have been learned the balancer should pay at- 
tention to his style and learn to be graceful, 
as well as sure in his work. 

SLACK ROPE. 

Balancing ob the siack rope is essentially 
different m trapeze Dalancing. On the 
siack rope the balance bas got to be kept by 
working the body from thé waist down and is 
mainly done with the less. t is the reverse 
in the trapeze. The! must be kept rigid 
and the balance worked m the waist up—of 
course a balanoé on One leg is helped consia- 
érably by ttefellow. But when both feet are 
on the bar it is all from the waist up. 

The siack rope should be harder to learn at 
firet than the trapeze, as itis radically differ- 
ent from the man’s gatural baiance, which is 
kept mote with the arme and body and less 
with the legs.

balancing. They are as follows: 

First—A moderate use of tobacco and alco- 
bol; the nerves should be steady; aman who 
drinks makes a poor baiameer. 

Second—The most assiduous attention and 
practice until the baiances bave been well 
learned, when a very littie practice will keep 
one in trim. 

Third—In learning to balance on the trapeze 
always catch the rope when the balance is 
lost. This shon!d be kept in mind whens prac- 
tising near the floor, so that when elevated in 
the air it will be second nature te cateh the 
ropes when a balance fs lost. 

Fourth—Never try to do any balancing if 
feciing out of sorts or unwell. It will do no 
good and a discouraging fall might ensue. 

Fifth—Strengthen the various muscles of 
the body whieh are called into play—and this, 
I may say, is aboutaliof them— that they 
can perform what is required of them instant- 
ly. Thie fe what Is known as being set. 

Sixth—Always part your hair in the middle.

Salt’s proposed book-—whether it be a labor

OUR AMERICAN STOIC. 

The Thereaus were, as the name indicates, 
of French extraction, John Thoreau, who 
emigrated to New England in 1773, having 
been bora in the parish of St. Helena, Island 
of Jersey, in 1754.. He married in Boston in 
1781, Miss Jane Burns, the daughter of a 
Scotchman from the neighberhood of 
Stirling Castle. From Boston he moved 
to Concord in the same State 
in 1890, and died there the 
following year. His son, John, married in 
1812 Miss Cynthia Dunbar, a native of Keene, 


N. H., and four children, two boys and two 
girls, were the results of that union, Henry 
David, the third ehilad and suhjectof this 
sketch, making his first appearance upon the 
stage ot life July 12, 1817. The father, after 
losing the littie money left him by his pur- 
ental progenitor, departed from Boston, where 
he bad lost it and settled in Concord, where 
he managed to make a very modest living ior 
himself and family by the manufacture of 
He is described as a small, 
deaf and unobtrusive man, plainly clad and 
minding his own business.’’. His wife 
was—to use a familiar phrase— on the con- 
trary quite the reverse, being a large wo- 
man, a lively and long talker, and general 
supervisor of everybody's business. Nota 
bad woman by any means, but rataer loud in 
conversatiop, and occasionally in dress—as 
the following anecdote indicates: In 1857, be- 
ing then 70 years old, she made a neigh- 
berbood call upon Miss Mary Emerson—aunt 
ef Ralph Waldo—a maiden iady of &.

He 
associated on equal terms with all the mem- 
bers of that oircie, and with others who could 
not be called members, but yet were in close 
communication. Such men as Theodore 
Parker, F. H. Hedze, C. A. Bartol, Ellery 
Channiag, Hawthorne, Freeman Clark, and 
the brilliant women whom Margaret Fuller 
drew around her. But Thoreau was always 
bimself—never an imitation or reflection of 
anybody else. He bad his own ideas, and 80

Tnat familiar intercourse with such 

spirits as then made up what 
may be called Emersonian society bad 
a profound fnfluence vpon him cannot be 
doubted, but it did not inthe least diminish 
his originality; rather stimulated it, I fancy. 
At any rate he soon took an entirely new de- 
parture which astonished even the most 
original aud unconventiongl of his friends. 
And.it is to this departure, directly and lud 
rectly, that Thoreau Is mainly indebted for 
the immortality he has apparently achieved.

on the shore of a small lake in the Walden 
woods, a mile south of Concord village, he is 
best known to the world at large; and the 
book which tells how be lived and what he 
did, saw and thought there, always has been 
and will be the most popular of bis works. 
When it was that he first conceived the novel 
idea ls unknown, for he never bad a confidant; 
but in a letter to his friend Channing, dated 
March 5, 1845, he alludes to it in a 
way that. shows the idea was then fully 
developed in his mind. Near the end of the 
same month I borrowed an axe,’’ he says, 
and went down to the woods by Walden 
Pond, nearest to where I intended to build 
my house, and began to cut down some tall 
arrowy white pines, still in their youth, for

Thoreau did 
not take to the woods merely to read, write 
and think unaisturbed, bus he went there to be 
nearer the Nature be knew and loved so well, 
and to study ber, 80 to 6 „ in her own 
baunts. This knowledge and love of Nature 
seem to have been born in him, and certainly 
were the ruling passion of hisiife. Had cir- 
cumstances favored he would have been a 
great naturalist, for he was 
ways a careful, intelligent 
enthusiastic observer of natural objec 
animate and inanimate. He would spend 
days In looking for a rare flower in the fleld or 
forest, or in studying the habits of bird or 
beast, or in watching the growth of plants in 
his garden or the movements of fish in the 
lake. He would spend nights im search and 
study of animals that do not go sbroad by 
day, and could find bis way through the 
thickest forest inthe darkest night like 
Indian—or rather, like one who bad the 
stincts of the animals themselves. He oc- 
casionally caught fish for food, but never used 
a gun. is hunts were for observation, not 
destruction.

They bave the same 
Physical forces at work and’ Grinking is 
nature’s balance wheel. By it the equanimity 
of the body is preserved.. People drink be- 
cause they are thirsty; they are thirsty be- 
cause they perspire; they perspire because 
they are hot, and by drink the body is cooled 
ua simple process. Of course, for this pur- 
pose nature’s own product, water, fs the best, 
hot or cold, or iced, if taken_at proper times 
and in proper quantities, which means 
drink little and often in order to replace the 
continual waste going on from ineensibie per- 
sviration and respiration, the longs throwing 
off moisture with every breath, making essen- 
tial to our well being the gratification of this 
matural ‘thirst for water which all the deli- 
clous beverages ever compounded will not 
assuage. Yet, one does not wish to live by 
water alone, particularly since there are 
other things very refreshing and healthful. 

Next to water comes m /lk—fresh, cold milk, 
as it comes from the cow. Everybody, how- 
over, Cannot like ft In its simple state, eo for 
them may be substitutedamilk shake ora 
milk punch; a glass of milk or cream poured 
over crushed ice and dashed with a little 
brandy or rum, or, better still, cream frappe, 
half frozen ice cream, into which is poured a 
little brandy, just enough to flavor it. This is 
better known as ‘‘Delmonico Ice Cream. 
There are some persons who can 
not drink sweet milk at all 
who are exceedingly fond of buttermilk, than 
which there is nothing more wholesome and 
strengthening, the light seid taste making it 
particularly refreshing. It fs considered a 
valuable tonic and stimulant to a weak stom- 
ach, and is said to oulet the nerves and banish 
Insomnia; a far less dangerous expedient 
than the hurtful drugs so freely induiged in 
by many of the gentler sex. 

Some savants have asserted that people need 
never die, it they crculd only know exactly 
how torepair the waste constantly going on 
which brings on gradually decay and death. 
This no doubt is true, but how to discover the 
means of defying old age and death is the 
problem. One wise man asserts that in

Stira moment aud add 
a quantity of crushed ice, Now stir carefally 
into the mixture the yelks and the whites of 
four eggs which have been viously 
beaten until very light. Serve at once. For 
an invalid a teaspoonful of crasned ice and a 
tablespoonful of good sherry into which is 
broken a raw egg is very nutricious and 
palatable. 

Iced tea has become a household tipple aud

HERE are few books 
as essential as a die- 
tionary from a liter- 
ary standpoint. Few 
persons are ca le 
of writing a! of 
any length without 
reference to the die- 
tionary to find out 
the exact meaning 
and correct spelling 
of words they hed 
considered of small 
importance until the 
time come to deter- 
mine whether their 
knowledge of the 
meaning and spell- 
ing could be relied 
upon without any 

doubt or uncertainty as to its correctness. 
It ia wonderful how little the most intelligent 
people know when forced to be perfectly ac- 
curate, leaving all room for doubt and oon- 
jecture in the background. It is also discour- 
aging to the student to find how little he can 
rely upon his own knowledge or the accuracy 
of his memory and information in regard to 
very familiar subjects when deprived of his 
books of reference. Few persons have a 
vocabulary of words beyond those com- 
monly used in the every day intercourse with 
familiar friends and acquaintances. It is so 
often said he or she converses elegantly or 
Auently, when really strict attention tothe 
words and phrases used would prove there 
was but little beauty, elegance or purity to be 
found in the language used by those persons, 
who merely Lave a gift for throwing together 
words and stringing out sentences with an 
apparent fluency of expression. They havea 
det ot words at their command and those 
words are used with many exclamations, ad- 
jectives, etc., to express every sentiment of 
their familiar intercourse with their friends 
and companions. Thus, people who are the 
most superficial in knowledge of what consti- 
tutes pure and elegant English, and who could 
mot write two consecutive sentences cor- 
rectly, according to the rules of rbetoric and 
grammar, get a cheap reputation for being 
good conversationualists.’’ A young lady 
who taiks a great deal and fills ber converse 
with gestures and exclamation points 
takes great pride in her reputation 


among a certain class, who do not know 
good English when they hear it, for being 
considered a good talker, and was beard to 
Say recentiy: On, yes; | am a good talker 
andcan talk with anybody, rnd my friends 
often say, ‘Why don’t you write, . 

had your gift of expressing wyself I'd make 
something of itand write forthe papers or 
periodicais.’*’ Seeing that young lady take

INELEGANOCE OF EXPRESSION. 

Every young and inexperienced scribe who 
aspires to original literary productions,should 
have a good dictionary and a Thesauras to 
assist him in selecting different words to con- 
vey the same meaning, if necessary. After 
Awhile he acquires, before he knows, a good 
vocabulary written upon the tabiets of his 
memory, which may serve bim well when 
forced to produce matter without the assist- 
ance of bis books. 

A great many writers are foreed to produce 
manuscript without the ald of a library. 
Such persons often find tuat a good diction- 
ary takes the place of the library. 

jomparatively few languages possess die- 
tionaries. Thev are few in number as com- 
pared to other books. Morethan half belong 
to European languages, of which five surpass 
the rest in number and variety of their dic- 
tionaries, namely, Greek, Latin, French, En- 
glish and German. Ihe value of a dictionary 
and the richness of its vocabulary depend 
on the carefulness and extent of 
for examples, which can 
only be complete when it has 
extended to the Whole literature 
of the language. If concordances and full 
indexes were more universal the search for 
examples would be much more facilitated. 
When the term dictionary is used the mean- 
ing, ie apparent to every one at once as a book 
ining a collection of words of a language 
lect arranged alphabetically or in defin- 
er and containing explanations 
® same or some other language. 
great and most essential point 
thatthe words belonging to a dictionary 
should be very many and also arranged in 
definite order, accompanied by interpreta- 
tions. When the words are few in number or 
only a small part of those belonging to one 
subject, the dictionary is not complete. A 
collection of words without explauations or 
with partial explanations and  ineom- 
plete with a subject are called a vo- 
cabulary of words. The collection 
of words alphabetically arranged and 
often found inthe back of a book, put there 
by the author, is called an index. When a 
work contains alotot words and subjects, with 
each word belonging to the suDject with ex- 
planations, and under each word the phrase 
containing the word is addedto the refer- 
euce, it is called a concordance, such a work 
in connection with the Holy Writ adds greatly 
to the interest of Bible study, and clergymen 
could not do witbout their Bible Concordance. 
It enables them to study the Scripture 
intelligently and with more benefit to them- 
selves and others, also saves the trouble and 
time of looking up words and references 
without a guide. The most familiar Bible 
student cannot tell where the same words and 
similar texte are found from memory. The 
Oxford Bible is complete in itself, containing 
tables of references and a concordance with 
everything necessary to an intelligent and 
comprehensive study of the Old and New 
Testaments.

A @ictionary of language should contain 
all the words which may be onably looked 
for in it, so arranged as be readily and 
easily found and 80 explained as to make 
their meaning and if possible their use clear 
to those who bave a competent knowledge of 
the language or languages in which the ex: 

ianations are given. No aictionary could 

e written which would make every word 
easy and plain to a very rome. child; that is 
impossible, but they should be as easy and 
simple as possibie. 

A full and complete dictionary of a great 
literary language cannot be compiled without 
great labor, patience, knowledge and skill, 
and one must be employed years, a lifetime, 
in collecting, adjusting, correcting, complet- 
ing the labor of many previous generations of 
workers. Such a dictionary should eontalu 
all the words of a language. A great library 
caunot be selected with regard to the 
intrinsic literary merit of its works. It 
must comprise all, and procure them without 
regard to their value or worthiessness, as it is 
imposeidie to tell what may be valued in fu- 
ture generations. So a complete and stand- 
ard dictionary can make nochoice. Words ob- 
selete, newly coined, barbarous, vulgar, at- 
fected; temporary, provincial, local, those 
belonging to peculiar clasees, professions, 
pursuits and trades must all find their places, 
the one guestion being the evidence of their 
existence as words. Of course they are not ail 
received with equal honor but their defects 
noted and pointed out, The French Academy 
at first rejected ail technical terms, but it was 
compelled by popular clamor and the success 
‘of Furetiere’s Dictionary, in which many 
were admitted, to admit them in ite second 
and subsequent additions. Dr. Johnson said 
a dictionary intended for general use 
should include the words belong 
lug to every profession. Obsolete 
words are admitted by Johnson, Little, and 
other firet-class lexicograpecs only after they 
have remained in use acertain period. The 
great German dictionaries admit dialects 
and are generally more complete than French 
and English dictionaries. The Chinese give 
in their standard dictionaries every character 
known to exist, though many are erroneous, 
corrupt and vulgar. Johnson omits all words 
belonging to proper names, but they as well 
as other words belong to a language. 

The dictionaries accepted by ——— 

le as authority and most generally used are 
Webster's and Worcester’s. Noah Webster, 
the great American lexicographer, was 
descended on bis father’s side from 

; WM. WEBSTER, 

of Warrickshire, England. His father was a 
farmer, aud he was corn and bred in Hartford, 
Conn., October 16, 1758. He went to Lale in 
1774, and after graduating, he supported him- 
self by teachiug while prosecuting 
study of law. His experience 
as a teacher convinced him of the 
need of better instruction books in English 
and he couceived the idea ot ane dictiona- 
arv from the fact of his frequent inability to 
find proper defiyitions to words from the 
dictionaries in current use. He endeavored 
to supply the need by bis ‘‘grammatical in- 
stitute of the EKuglisbh language,’’ the first 
part of which appeared in 178, the second and 
third the following years. He published his 
dissertation upon the English tanguage in 
1789. In 1806 he published his *‘Compendious 
Dictionary of the English Language,’’ but this 
was only preparatory to a larger work. In 
1824 he sailed for Europe to complete 
his research, and spent some time 
in Paris, after which he continued 
his labors in the library of Cambridge Uni- 
versity, where he finished the dictionary. It 
was published in 1528, and a second edition 
with many additions appeared in 1841. He 
— eet the revision of an appendixa few 
ays before his death, which took place May 
20, 1843. Since his death several revised and 
enlarged editions of the dictionary have ap- 
peared. It was the result of much labor and 
research, and on this account, as well as for 
the clearness and carefulness of its definitions, 
it has held a leading place among dictionaries 
of the English language for many years, more 

especially in Ainerica. 

Woroester’s Dictionary of the English lan- 
guage, in which tho author had the assistance 
of many collaborators, especially for the ex- 
planation of technical terms, was 
compiled at Boston in 1860. The 
difference between Webster and Wor- 
cester was that Worcester represented 


the language as it was, while Webster tried to 
improve it and setit forth as he thought it 
ought to be. The successive editions of 
Webster’s work havé seceded steadily from 
his radical plan in that there is now little 
esential difference between the two great 
dictionaries that have so long been cited as 
authority upon pronunciation and definition 
in America. In Eugland the great English 
lexrcograpber, Samuel Johnsen, was 
first employed in 1747, by several eminent 
booksellers to prepare a dictionary of the 
English language in two follo volumes. They 
agreed to pay Lim only 1,500 guineas, and he 
had to pay out of that several poor men of 
letters who assisted him in the humbler parts 
of ulis task. He thought he would finish his 
dictionary by 1750, but it was 1755 before he 
gave his huge volime to the world. The 
dictionary bas been 90 much a1 
tered that it can. scarcely be called 


the penne’ work now. But Johnson’s other 
works have wziven his eccentric character sut- 
ficient reputation, anu his life by Boswell is 
as widely known as his dictionary. A noted 
writer avs: The memory of other authors 
is kept allye by their works. 

THE MEMORY 
of Johnson keeps many of his works alive. 
The old philosopber in his brown coat with 
metal buttons, a shirt which ought to be at 
wash, n fingers, tearing his meat 
like a tiger, swallowing his tea in oceans, is 
still with us and well known to us after 
seventy years in the grave. 

Two great new dictionaries of the English 
language are, being prepared, and it is pre- 
dicted by many persons who make such sub- 
jects a serious study, and who have examined 
the volumes already in print, that one or the 
other, perhaps both of these new dictionaries, 
will be given the foremost rank as authority 
upon the pronunciation and  detinition 
or words 80 long held by Webster 
and Worcester in America and by other au- 
thorities in England. So long as these dic- 
tionaries are very expdensive and the public 
can purchase an 1840 edition of Webster fora 
few dollars, Webster will be the popular die- 
tionary. The new dictionary, supported by 
the Century at an enormous expense, will con- 
tain aix volumes when complete, at $10 a 
volume. it is being prepared under Prof. 
William Dwight Whitney, EG... Des 
LL. D., and will contain 200 , 000 
worde. It i called an encyclopedic 
iexicon of the English language. here are 
three volumes already out. The otber great 
dictionary is under the auspices of the Pbilo- 
logical Society, and is founded on historical 
— and the material gathered by the 

bilological Society. The dictionary was be- 
gun in 1856 and resolved that it should contain 
every word occurring in the literature of the 
language and would admit as authority all 
Engllau books, ‘‘unwisely excepting such as 
are devoted purely to scientific subjects as 
treatises on electricity, etc.’’ 

The foundation of the dictionary was to 
have been the reading ot all English books 
not purely scientific, tor example, by volun- 
teers. In October 1864, 1149 had been read and 
860 were in hand, It is founded mainly upon 
the material collected by the Philological 
Society, with the assistance of many scholars 
and men of science, principally James A. H. 
Murray, B. A. Toad, Hon. M. A. Oxon, L. I. 
D. Edin, C. L. Deneln, etc. Sometimes 
the President of the Philologieal Society. 
There is bet one volame of this 
elaborate work in print and it 
containa all words commencing with the let- 
ter A and part of those commencing with B.

HE Lion-MouUuND, MONT- 
SAINT-JEAN, Belgium, 
July 31.—Three-feurths of 
acentury is a long time 
in the life of aman, buta 
mere moment in the age 
ot a battiefield, destined, 
as men think, to be im- 
mortal, and so this fleld 
of Plaicenoit and Braine 
l’Aliend, known to the 
world as Waterloo, be- 
cause Wellington wrote 
bis first dispatch there, is but entering on its 
green youth, though seventy-five years have 
passed since Napoleon was there exter- 
minated. Yet scarcely a man survives 
who took part in the fight, the old 
Duke of Albemarle, of the tough 
Dutch Keppel family, now 91 years 
old, being the only Englishman of note who is 
yet llving, and who fought under Wellington 
there. Of the 190,000 men who had some share 
in the main fight—72,000 under Napoleon, 68,- 
000 under Wellington and 40,000 under Blucher 
—perhaps one hundred are now living. More 
than 25,000 died and were buried on the great 
field where they fell—25, 000 died at once or of 
woands, and were buried elsewhere—the 
others (140,000) have been gradually dying 
until only a single company remains of all the 
regiments that marched and charged June 18, 
1815.

On that lous Sabbath sh the spoiler down, 
as Tennyson says of Wellington. . 
Even the central ground of the contest, 
under andaboutthe great mound, has been 
so much changed that it is a little hard to 
recognize those natural defenses of which 
Wellington availed himself when he posted 
himself here the day before the battle, after 
repuising Ney at Quatre Bras and falling back 
to unite with Blucher.This pretentious mound, 
covering more than four acres and more than 


160 feet high was built up more than a halt 
century ago from the ridges apd knolls about 
the center of the British line, ahd this work 
destroyed that configuration of the ground, 
which in part protected Wellington’s troop 
from destruction. Towards ougoumont, 
which was the key to the British situation,

‘*Durieg the period of my psychical unrest 
I visited Albion, Mich., Evanston in this State 
and other places, where lI preached the word 
of Ged. In 1876, after a series of little events 
not necessary to recount, lentered the Meth- 
odist ministry on probation. 

‘*Afier several mostus spent in pursuance 
of studies 1 heard of Mrs. Beekman,who was 
preaching a new and strange doctrine at 
Byron, asmalltown which is about twenty- 
five miles from Rockford. I was told about 
her by the son of a lady with whom I was 
boarding at Alpena, Mich. From what I heard 
my curiosity was areused and 1 thought I 
would like te see her. The facet that there were 
few who had any faith In her teachings did not 
lessen my desire, because I believed that if 
any one came with the truth he weuld not be 
well received. Ieaw her a few days after- 
wards, and learsed from her what her teach- 
ings were. Her full name was Dorinda Helen 
Fletcher Beekman. She came from Ohio to 


„ 


an d a few months after Mrs. Beek man’s death 
I called a fellowship meeting in Byron. I gave 
to she people r rs. Beekman’s 
statement of her doctrine and her position. 
Av that time my people leoked upen 
me as * pre-eminent minister. 
Soon afterwards there arose  necessi- 
ties, and those in whom they became manifest 
looked to me. At the expiration of three or 
four years after Mrs. Beekman’s death the 

opie of whom I was at the head began to be- 
fieve that I represented Obristin full. Ina 
short time there was a stilifurther advance 
made, and it was boidly asserted that I was 
Christ; that His light, His saving power, were 
all in me. This belief necessarily made neces- 
sary the uprooting of ag deaiof the old 
theology and the implanting of some new. 
The reason why the people believed I was 
Christ was the effect which bad bees pro- 
duced upon their lives by my _ teaching. 
They believed that the promises of Scripture 
were focalized in the character whieh I was 
proving to be.“ 

„Was your divinity made manifest to you?’’ 

„Tes, my understanding was illuminated, 
and I perceived that what God promised had 
come to pass. 

„Has your church been growing since you 
were prociaimed the Christ, who was to 
come?’ 

„Tes, the churoh bas deen growing steadily 
but like allreferms this, too, is meeting with 
many rebuffs.’’ 

Speaking of the company which dwells 
in his house, Schweinfurth said: It has 
beer sald tust had twice as many women as 
men here, but that fis not so.’’ 

„Has it net been charged, too, that the life 
here was one of free love?“ 

„Tes, that and such similar villainous alle- 
gations have been made against us. Such an 
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Byron in October, 1877, in response to the in- 
vitation of a number of ladies in Byrea who 
had formed themselves into a company with 
aview of leading ideal lives. One of their 
number, who is a sister-in-law of Mre. Beek- 
man, and who bore the same name, bad 
informed them of the exposition which Mrs. 
Beekman gave of the Scriptures, and they 
all agreed that she wes just the persen to 
lead them to the accomp!lisiment of their pur- 
pose. She was sent for and became the head 
ofthe company. That is why my followers 
are sometimes called Beekmanites. They do 
not call themselves such, however. The 
name ofthe mew church is ‘The Church Tri- 
umphant.” 1 soon 1 that Mrs. 
Beekman’s doctrine was differ@ut from that 
ofany other evangelist of whom I had ever 
heard or read. The difference was that Mrs. 
Beekman believed in and advocated the at- 
tainment of the idealiife. Her idea of heaven 
Was not that obtained generally from the scrip- 
tures, that itis a place beyond the skies, or 
somewhere in the universe where the good 
will ene celestial happiness after death. 
She believed that heaven was right here on 
earth and could be realized by feliowing the 
self-sacrifice of Jesus, and imitating him in 
all thimes. She did net believe that man 
would be physically immortal, but that there 
would be a continuation ef the celestial state.

FORCED OUT OF THE MINISTRY. 

‘*Meantime I had been la constant coorre- 
spondence with Mre. Beekman, who was stil! 
at Byron. The ideas held from childhood are 
not easily dispossessed, and it was not until 
the summer of 1879 that I had entirely and 
completely rejected those which I once beid 
about religion. Iwent to Byron about that 
time to see Mrs. Beekman and iived in her 
home fora while. Ske grew upon my mind. 
I believed her to be a character of divine mag- 
nitude and fullness. I believed this, too, iu- 
telligentiy. I was conversant with the lives 
of such women as Mme Guion, Ann Lee, 
Hester Ann Hogersand others, but I knew 
there was more of goodness in ber than there 
was in the ideas of any of those. The 
development eof the physical being up 
to such a mental belief as I now 
had was necessarily slow. I eould, dev 
ever, recognize the workings of life and 
strength in me. In youth | had deen frali—so 
frail that often thought I experieneed the 
feeling of death coming over me. I also had 
a chronic caterrb. ButI felt myself throwing 
off my physical failings; I was rising out of 
the infirm conditions which had surrounded 
my youth; my horizon was now illuminated; 
there was more of an object for me in life; 1 
was growing stronger in soul and body. 

A joy wasin me. The years went d 
idly. Companies were established at Byron, 
Chicago, as Grove, Pium River and St. 
Charles in Illinois, Kansas City, Me., and 
Buena Vista, Colo. Mrs. Beekman disabused 
her followers of the idea that the 
bedy of Jesus of Nazareth was away off 
in the sky somewhere. She taught them that 
the body bad been disposed of by God and not 
been astronemically translated as Christians 
believe. Her follewers soon ceased to believe 
in the reappearance of the physical man of 
Nazareth, She taught that there would be no 
physical resurrection. Sheciaimed that the 
distance between life and death, however, 
could be greatly lengthened by meral better- 
ment. She adduced ammpie evidence that the 
lite of man was much shorter than it once 
was,from the scriptures. The decrease in the 
term of existence she attributed solely to the 
increase in immorality. If man were better 
be would live longer, Increase in goodness 
would be followed by a corresponding 
lengevity. Inthespring of 1883, Mrs. Beek- 
man died in Buena Vista, Colo. 

When Mre. Beekmen died, the eyes of all 
the members of the church which sue had 
founded were directed toward me. What she 
had teld them had prepared them for what 
was to come, She bad often told them that 
God had revealed to her that she should be the 
spiritual mother of him who would be the 
world’s Savior. The scriptural passage in 
which this event was foretold is the twelfth 
chapter of Revelations: ‘andthere appeared 
a great wonder in heaven; a woman ciothed 
withthesun and the moon under her feet, 
and upon ber head a Crown Of tweive stars. 
And be breught ferth a man child who was 
to rule all nations with a rod ef iron, and her 
child was caught up to God upon his throne,’ 

„Tu bringin forth she interpreted en- 
tirely in the spiritual sense. It was so re- 
yealed te her. Shespoke to various persons 
abeut her revelation and made me acquainted 
with . 

in what way did that revelation come to 
ber?’ asked the correspondent. 

„t came to her about ten years before her 
death, and was simply ap internal opening of 
her.understanding. While about ber house. 
hold duties one day she was suddenly seized 
with on ecstacy of soul, and it was made plain

Speaking 
about what measures he was taking 
to make himeelf known as the premised Mes- 
siah, Sehweinfurth said that be had bis min- 
listers and messengers in a number of places. 
He also said tnat he was constantly in receipt 
of correspondence from all parts of the coua- 
try. Many persons, too, came to see him 
from a distance, The time would come, he 
said, before long, when he would be generally 
recognized as the Son of God, and the Ubureh 
Triumphant would prevall.’’

| NEWS FROM THE MINES. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM LEADVILLE AND 
OTHER QUARTERS. 


AGraed Banquet to Prof. 8. . Emmons— 
Strike in the Cleveland—Shipmests From 
the White Cap—Woerk on the Sellers— 
Geod News From Iren Hill—Lecal Min. 


EADVILLE, Aug. 9. 
—4 banquet was 
tendered Prof. 8. . 
Emmens, the emi- 
nent geolegist, on 
Thursday night by 
the miners of Iron 
Hill. Prof. Emmons 
is here to revise bis 
work of ten years 
ago, and it is simply 
miraculous hew 
clésely he defined 
the positions of 
faults and. dykes 
with the data at 
hand at that time. 
Some slight modifi- 
catinn has occurred 
in his opinion re- 
garding the ores of this district, he now be- 
lieving that even the white limestone 
may be thoroughly mineralized and 3 
good stratum to prospect in. The 
Cleveland, just over the ridge from 
the valley, is alsoj reported as having struck 
good lead carbonate ore last week, and is 
steadily improving and quite a lot of ore bas 
already been taken out on cutting the work- 
ing station and running the north drift. The 
latter is now in about thirty-two feet and is in 
the same class of lead ore that was found in 
the shaft. This hill is rapidly coming to the 
front and, without doubt, these two good 
strikes will cause a resumption of work on 
the Opulent and stimulate the Forest Rose 
and Midnight people to greater exertions.

Whereas, The lst section ofthe 53d chapter 
of the Revised Statutes of the State of Lilinois 
fixes the salary of the Auditor of Pupiie Ac- 
eounts atthe sum of $3,500 per annum, and 
no other salary, ‘‘fees, perquisites, benefit or 
compensation, in any form whatsoever;’’

Whereas, It Bas been charged in the public 
pr nd is believed by many to be true, 
that the Auditor of Public Accounts reserves 
to hisown use the sum of 5.000 per annum 
from the fees collected by him from the in- 
surance companies doing business in this 
State; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Attorney-General be re- 

uested to inform the House of Hepresenta- 
tives if thereis any law by which the said 
Auditor of Public Accounts is entitled to re- 
ceive to his “own use“ any fees, costs, per- 
quisites of office or compensation’’ other than 
the sum of $3,500 per annum. 

Resolved, That said Attorney-General! be re- 
guested to informthe House of Représente- 
tives if it is not the duty of said Auditor of 
Public Accounts to pay Into the State Treasury 
allsums received 7 him from ali sources 
whatsoever, as provided by sec. II, chap. 53, 
of the Revised Statutes of the State. 

EFFECT OF THE BOMBSHELL. 

This was the only full-grown and well de- 
veloped bembsheil that was thrown in curing 
the entire session, and was presented in such 
an ingenious way by the Hon. Mr. Farmer of 
Fayette that be gained general consent to 
have it read for information. The elerk 
was given the wink and read loudly enough 
for everybody in the State- house to hear him. 
By the time hereached the pith of it the 
Democrats and a geodly number on the 
other side had ‘‘caught on, and 
the Republicans who were looking 
out for breakers pricked up their ears and as 
many of them started toward the Speaker’s 
desk, cries of What's that?’’ What’s 
that? came frem different parts of the 
house. Toward the close of the reading the 
excitement grew intense. The Democrats 
laughed immoderately because of Mr. Farm. 
er's siyness in forcing it upon the House; 
many of the Republicads enjoyed the joke and 
also appreciated, and the roar became so deaf - 
ening that the voice of the Clerk 
was completely drowned. As was predicted 
the Speaker ruled the resolution eut of order, 
because it was not in the call and did not 
referto the World’s Fair. One Republican 
said he thought it was germane to,the subject, 
because there is danger that Pavey’ may gob- 
bie the salary of the Director-General of the 
exposition. 

A SINGULAR CASE. 

John D. Cochran of Wabash County was 
sentenced in the Oireuit Court, November 
term of 1888, to confinement in the Southern 
Illinois Penitentiary for the rest of his exist- 
ence. He was charged with the murder of 
John Buckenberger S. Evansville, Ind. A 
strong petition for bis releas@ bas been flied 
and the Governor has investigated the casé 
thoroughly. He finds that the testimony 
which convicted Cochran at the trial wus very 
weak and based principally upon the evidence 
ofa Hoosier horse-thief who had served time 
in the Penitentiary and swore that Cochran 
had told bim that he Cochran, 
was going to murder Buckenberger 
for hit money. Acopy ofa letter, written b 
Buckenberger the day before hie death an 
proven genaine, is filed with the papers, in 
which he tells his family that be is geing to 
commit suicide and tells them exactly where 
to find his body, in alumber shed below the 
ridge, at Mount Carmel, just where the body 
wae afterward found. The Goverusor is sat- 
iefied that Bucken berger committeed suicide 
by shoeting In the roof of the mouth with a 
revolver that he had purchased the previous 
day, as Was proven, and an immediate pardon 
is granted. Persons here who were familiar 
with the case claim that the letter referred to 
should have been in evidence at the time, but 
why it was suppressed cannot be accounted 
for, and the State’s Attorney is severely 
criticized.

The colonies of breeding elders often con- 
sist of an immense number of birds, and the 
nests lie so thickly togetber that it is often 
difficult to avoid stepping into them. They 
are usually placed at some slight elevation; 
and bere in any faint depression the duck 
collects a small quantity of seaweed and drift 
stuff, which she forms intoa felty mass with 


her breast. Upon this four or five eggs are 
laid in the course of a week, these being of a 
pale green color, and rather resembling those 
of the heron. Even before the last egg is lai 
u is seen that a few feathers are scattered 
about the nest, and as incubation proceeds 
these increase in quantity. The b covers 
the exgs withdown plucked from her breast, 
and this she dees day by day until a very con- 
siderable quantity buries the eggs. It is this 
down which has become such an important 
article of commerce. If the elders are hateh- 
ing under ordinary conditions the young ap- 
earin about twenty-six days, and almost 
mmediatety betake themselves te the water. 
It is bere that they s themseives, feed and 
sleep. Ona rock-bound bit of coast it is in- 
teresting te watch the duckliags paddling 
among the stones and Ging upon the tiny 
bivalves that are commen among the bays 
and inlets. These remarks refer to the breed- 
ing of wild eidere; but, unfortunately, coio- 
nies of birds under natural conditions are 
becoming more and more rare every year. The 
commercial collector has everywhere stepped 
in ane le putting a terrible drain uper the 
species.

This 
legend is a very remarkable one and is 
the oldest and most impertant of Alton’s 
local legends. The Indians commemerated 
and preserved it by a large painting om a biuff 
near Alton, where it could be seen up te a few 
years ago, when the rockon which it was 
painted was blasted. No trace of & remains, 
though old residents of the city have seen it 
and are able te describe it from personal reo- 
elliection. The first account of the painting 
was given more than 200 years age by Father 
Marquette, the explorer who discovered 
the Upper Mississipp! River. On his voyage 
down the Mississippi the father reached the 
presert site of Alton about Jaly 1, 1613, and 


described the Piasa Bird as it then appeared4 


as follows:

MEDICINE MEN AT FAULT. 

In vain did the medicine men use all their 
power to drive away this fearful vielcor, Day 
by day the numbers of their tribe diminished 
to feed its insatiable appetite. Whele 
villages were deselsted, and conster- 
pation spread among all the 
tribes of the lilini. At last 
the voung chief of the nation, Wassatoga (or 
Owatoga), beloved by his people and esteemed 
their greatest warrior and whose fame ex- 
tended even beyond the Great Lakes, called a 
ceuncil of the priests in a secret cave where, 
after fasting many days, they slept, and the 
Great Spirit. came to the young chief in his 
sleep and told him thatthe only way to rid 
his . eople of their destroyer 
was to offer himself asa sacrifice. Wassatoga 
started, aroused the slumbering priests and 
inforating them ef what bad occurred to him, 
announced his determination to make the re- 
quired eacrifice. Wassatoga then dressed 
himeelf in hig chieftain’s garb, put on his war 
palat as if going to battle, and taking his 
bows and arrows and tomabawk he placed 
himee!lf on a prominent point ef rock 
te await the*coming of the monster bird. 
Meanwhile, as had been directed In his vision, 
a band of bis best braves had been concealed 
in the interstices ofthe rocks waiting, each 
with hisarrow drawnto the head, the mo- 
ment when their chief should be attacked, to 
wreck their last vengeance upon their enemy. 

WAITING FOR DEATH. 

**High and erect the bold Wassatoga stood 
chanting bis death song with a alm and

us at first and om which the boldest 
Indian dare not gaze long. They are as large 
as a alt, with herne on the head like a deer, 
a frightful look, red eyes, bearded like a 
tiger, the face semewhat iike a man’s, the 
body covered with scales and the taliso long 
that it twiee makes the turn of the body, 
passes over the head and doom between 
the legs, ending at last in a fish’s tall. Green, 
red and biaek are the ecclers employed. On 
the whele these two monsters are 80 wel! 
painted that we could not believe any Indian 
to have been the designer, as good painters in 
France would not do as well; besides this they 
are painted so high upon the rock that itis 
hard te get convenientiy at them to paint 
them. 
THE AGE OF THE TRADITION. 

The tradition was not conureed toa single 
tribe, but obtalsed among all the origina) in- 
habitants of the Great West, nove ef whem, 
even alter the settiement of the place by the 
whites, passed the rock witheut discharging 
their arrows at the monster, and the marks 
of balis and missiles were visible about the 
picture to a late day. A. D. Jones, in his 
volume, ino and the West,“ published 
im 1838, says: 

**I visited the spot in June, 1838, and ex- 
amined the image, and the ten thousand 
bullet marks upon the cliff seemed to corrob- 
orate the legend. So lately as the 8288 
ofthe Sac and Fox delegations dewn the 
river on their way to Wash- 
ington, there was @ a discharge of 
their rifies atthe Piasa Bird. On arriving at 
Alton they went on snore in a body aud pro- 
ceeded to the bluffs, where they held solemn 
war council, conciuding the whole with a 
splendid war dance, manifesting the most 
exuberant joy.’’ 

There are several Versions of the legend of 
the Piasa. Prof. McAdams of Alton promul- 
gates the following: 

THE LEGEND OF THE PIASA. 

Long years ago, when the country was in- 
habited by a very large and prosperous tribe 
ot Indlans known asthe Illini (or illinois), 
ata time when this tribe was at the height of 
ite prosperity, they were terrified at the ap- 
pearance on the imaccessible biufls, where it 
made its home, ofan immense and hideous 
acimal, baif bird, half beast, which from tke 
fact of “ite haviag wings the satives 
called ‘Piasa’ or r Bird.’ 
This monster is described as being of gigantic 
size; so strong that it could carry eff a buffalo 
in its talons. In appearance it was ost 
frightfal. lite wings, as biack as the ravyen’s, 
and clothed with shuader; ite legs, four in 
number, had talons like those of am eagle; its 
body was like thatofa dragon, and covered 
with glistening scales; ite enormous 
tall ended like thatofa fish. In its flight it 
roade a most terrific appearance, inspiring 
those who saw it with terror and awe. hile 
the peeple gazed awe-struck, this bird 
swooped down and earried off brave after 
brave to its den in the rocks. The appetite of 
this monster seemed to grow more rayenous 
the more it tasted of human blood. 

* THE ATTACK ON THB MONSTER, 

‘*‘The tribe was rapidly diminishing ia 
numbers fromthe ravages of this monster. 
Owatoga, Chief of the once mighty III Inl, re- 
tired to a secret place with his priests to im- 
piore the aid ofthe Great Spirit. While en- 
gaged im fasting and mum mery ef bis religion it 
was revealed to him the manner is 
which the monster might be destroyed. 
The mode wasthis: First, a moble victim was 
to be selected from among the various war- 
riors, who by reilgious rites was to be saacti- 
fed for the sacrifice. Secondly, twenty-five 
warriors of the bravest, with their stoutest 
bows and sharpest arrows, were to 
conceal themselves near the place 
of sacrifice. The victim was

Popular 
misconceptions are effectively disposed of 
and the true attitude of the chureh toward 
the questions of the day is clearly indicated. 
It ie well worth careful perusal, not only by 
chureh men, but by Christians of all other de- 
nominations and by those who, outside all 
denominations, yot in their lives acknowledge 
the Ohristianity of Christ. 

The seven lectures or essays contained in 
the volume were written 4 the late Dean ot 
the Episcopal Theviogical School at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., after a fatal bad 
seized him, and he was able to 
deliver them at the University of 
Michigan, ashe had arranged te do.

A Mercantile Department Organized to 
Mandle the Grain and Live Stock Pred- 
wet of the State—Expressions of Diese;

Ter- Kan, Aug. 
9.—The Farmers’ Al- 
liance of Kansas, 


which now numbers 
over 145,00 mem- 
bers, has organized 
a mercantile depart- 
mentand propose to 
handle their own 
grain and live stock: 
they bave appointed 
agente who will handle their shipments in the 
markets of Kansas City. Chicaga and St. 
Louis, by which transaction the farmer will 
save the commission, which he usually pays 
the middieman. Thescheme is organized on 
the most thorough business principles and 
promises to revolutionize the grain and live 
stock business inthis State. If the under- 
taking is successful more than one-half of the 
corn, wheat, oats and cattie which ts shipped 


out of Kansas will be taken ont of 
the hands af the commission men 
and local buyers throughout the 


State and sold by the farmers themselves in 
the Fastern markets. The new organization 
ie known asthe Kansas Alliance Exchange. 
It will not only sell the products of the farm, 
but it will buy direct from the manufacturer 
everything thatthe farmer needs for which 
cash will invariably be paid. Although the 
exchange has been in operation leos than 
three months itis already doing a very ex- 
tensive business, the sales last month 
amounting to more than $200,000. It is 
Claimed that by buying direct from the manu- 
facturer they are saving the farmers from 5 to 
50 per cent. It has already seriously injured 
the business of some of the retail dealers in 
counties where the alliance has a strong 


membership. Dealers who are doing busi- 
ness in agricultural communities and 
who depended almost altogether on 


the farmer, find since the Alliance has com- 
meénced buying and seliing for its members, 
that their trade has decreased nearly 50 per 
centanda number haye been obliged to go 
out of business. 
AN ALLIANOB CANDIDATE FOR CONGRESS. 

The Farmers’ Alliance of the Third Conares- 
sional District has nominated B. H. Clover of 
Cowley County for Congress. Mr. Clover is 
the President of the State Aliiance and is the 
most prominent member of the organization 
in the State. He will mage the race against 
B. W. Perkins, who has represented the 
district for the pastten years. It bas always 
been a close district, and two or three times 


Mr. Perkins bas been elected by a very sma!! 
majority. If the Democrats endorse Mr. 
Clover, as now seems quite probable, he 
stands a very good show ofa nomination. The 


' disaffection among the farmers is stronger in 


thie district than any other in the State. It is 
predicted that over 3,500 who have hberetofore 
voted the Republican ticket will next No- 
vomber support Farmer Clover, in which 
event his election is a certainty. This will 
break tne solid Republican delegatiqn which 
has represented Kansas in Congress since the 
organization of the State The farmers are 
declaring that the Republicans are ignoring 
the great agricultural interests of the West. 
Congressman Funston has peen renominated 
by the Republicans of the Second District. 
Although Mr. Funston is bimself a farmer, 
the grangers are nut supporting him very en- 
thusiastically. The Alliance hes rominated 
A. F. Allen, a prominent farmer of Douglas 


County. It is said that Mr. Allen is not ac- 
ceptable to the Democrats and they will nom- 
inate one of their own party. fith three 


candidates in the feld Congressman Funston 
is assured of a re-election. 

It ise said there is a feeiing of dissatisfaction 
in some quarters among the members of the 
Farmers’ Alliance. Theold Republicans who 
have worked so actively in the organization, 
are quietly dropping 


are losing interest and 
out. The real trouble seems to be caused by 
the Union Laborites, who are working ener- 


geticaily to control the actions of the Alli- 
ance. One Republican in Ottawa County was 
expelled from his sub- alllance, because he 
wes enthusiastic for his old party. In one 
township in that county, sixteen farmers sent 
im their resignations, because, they said, 
**the leaders of the alliance have decided to

A DISMAL OUTLOOK FOR FARMERS. 

The midsummer crep report of the State 
Agricultaral Department just issued is the 
most discourag ag that this department has 
ever sent out. The severe drouth, intense 
heat and occasional hot winds prevailing 
throughout the State have injured the corn so 
that there cannot be more than a 
crop. hile rains through- 

out August may benefit to some 
extent the late corn, yet the crop generally is 
too far advanced to be materially helped by 
futare rains, and it is safe to say the crop 
this year will net exceed 75,000,000 bushels. 
This devastation” of crops is not confined to 
any Ome section of the State, but is found to 
exist in every portion, varying only in degree. 
That portion of the State, however, embraced 
between the th and 100th meridians suffers 
most seriously, yet some counties east of the 

meridian—Geary and Riley—report prac- 

ally a complete failure of this crop.

ABILENE, Kan., Aug. 9.—The Central Kan- 
sas counties will be depleted of stock if the 
present wholesale shoving of cattie and hogs 
onthe market continues. The farmers are 


frightened nearly out of their wits by the fail- 
ure or the corn crop, which, with the utter 
lack of hay, bas left them without a thing to 
feed this winter. — had bought young 
hogs and cattie last spring tor fattening and 
now to find themselves without a thing to 
feed is too much of a disappoigtment. Asa 
result the railways Cannot carry the stock to 
market fast enough, and as the stock is in un- 
marketabie shape the result cannot 
tall to be depressing to the last 
degree. Nothing is realized hardly for 
the stock and the farms are left without a 
start for the coming years. The suggestion of 
Secretary Mohler to plant another crop of corn 
is laughed at. With the ground as hard as the 
highway and no sign of moisture in the air or 
sky, there ie no hope for any such relief. 
Many of the Western counties will be entirely 
depleted ot population by reason of the ex- 
odus eastward to escape the privations that 
are sure to come during the 1 
winter. There is nothing to do but leave. in 
some sections the fathers and husbands have 
been since June in Colorado seeking work, 
thinking the wives and children could care 
for the corn and it would be ready for harvest 
in the fall. Now, with the crop burned up, 
there is nothing to do but pull out entirely, 
leaving the places to be redeemed some time 
in the future, or taken by the relentless mort- 
gage Companies. 
INGALLS’ ENEMIES. 

There is ne cessation to the Farmers’ Alm 
ance hostility to Senator Ingalls in Central 
and Western Kansas.

DESCRIPTION OF THE MACHINE BY WHICH 
K&MMLER was KILLED. - 


A New chapter in the History of the Worla— 
Experts Kxamining the Klectrical Appa- 
rates to Find Oat Why the Electreontion 
Was Buch a Bupgling Piece of Work 
The First Correct Description of the 
Chair of Death.

= Even ‘the advocates of 
electrocution say that N will take tWo or three 
trials to perfect the mode of kiljing criminals. 
But what was the cause? The machinery was 
imperfect say some. It was tested repeatedly 
before the execution and found to give from 
1.800 to 2,000 volts, Warden Durston says. But 
the twenty test lamps were burning during 
the execution. 

Ther should not have been. The moment 
before switching the current into Kemmier 
the test lamps should have been cutoff. Each 
lamp consumes fifty volts, hence the twenty

took 1,000 volts at once out of the current sent 
to Kemmier. That left 700 to cause death. The 
best authorities state that 15 per cent of a cur- 
rent is stopped atthe points of contact and 
that 8 is thus expended in the body. Eighty- 


five per centof the 700 volte not consumed 
by the test lamps is 595 volts of pressure. This 
is not enough to surely killa man instantly 
with good contact. 

In an interview with a Rochester Po- 
Express reporter this afternoon Supt. Barnes 


revealed some secrets of the dy- 
namo room in the Auburn prison, 
When Kemmler was killed, he said, the 


belt used was a new oneand had not been 
stretched. The iacing of the belt caused 
the dynamo to revolve irregularly, and 
when the current was turned on 
to kill the resistance of Kemmler and the 
chair was such that it caused the belt to slip 
and itcame near running offthe pulley. It 
was three-quarters of the pulley and 
only that * man held a {board 
against it, the belt would have 
come off and there would have been an awful 
scene. There should have been a resistance 
board to run the current through until it was 
to be turned on to Kemmler and changed 
from the resistance box by the same move 
that turned it onto him. 
DR. SPITZKA. 

sala: To my mind the dynamo and apparat- 
us was far from what it.ghould have been. 
It furnished neither sufficient power nora 
steady current. No business man would be 
willing to have 80 unsatisfactory a current 
furnish hima light and motor power. The 
voltage during the execution was wabbling 
around from 1,300 volte down as low as 700. 1 
am not au electrician, but that is what they 
tellme. This certainly should not have been 
80. Ifadynamo hed been purchased from 
the maker for a purpose that was agreeable to 
electric interests, I do not believe it would 
have been so. There may have been corrupt 
reasons forthis. The company which manu- 
factured the dynamos used would certainiy be 
be benefited by the botcb of this execution.’’ 

The machines undoubtedly were not suited 
to so delicate a spurpos They were fadmit- 
tediy imperfect. They were stolen in the first 
place, butthough the makers offered under 
pressure te build the State a machine that 
could be relied upon, they were told that they 
were merely making a hue and cry to save 


themselves. 
THE DYNAMO ROOM. 

The dynamo room was in the northwest 
wing of Auburn prison, somewhere between 
eight hundred and a thousand feet from the 
chair. The engine was under it in the cellar. 
The dynamo is of the Westinghouse pat- 
term and is capabie, if run at asafe speed, of 

rodueing 500 volta. It was ren at ite dest. 

ne wires which connect it with the chair are 
the largest kind of electric light wires. They 
run from the dynamo room to the top of the 
building along the ridge to the front of the 
main building, just aver the window of the 
old execution room, then down the front of 
the bullding,entering the room at the window. 

Inside are the switchboard, the volt meter, 
resistance box, lamp board, with its thirty- 
six lamps, the reguiating switch, the amme- 
ter, and finally the fataiswitch. One of the 
wires goes directiy to the chair and the other 
through the ammeter and is interrupted by 
theswiteh. The volt meter is governed by 
the direct wire. 

THE SWITCHBOARD. 

The ewitch room lo also connected with the 
dynamo room by a couple of smail wires 
attached to a bell.

A LAW INTERPRETED. 


The Kansas Statutes Bar the Sale of Liquor 
in Original Packages. 


TorzkA, Kan., Aug. 9.—The question having 
been raised whether legislation on the part of 
the State would be necessary to make the 
Wilson original package bill operative in this 
State, Attorney-General Kellogg to-day ren- 
dered an opinion, holding that legislation 
would not be required. He says: The Wil- 
son bill provides in substance that all intox- 


icating liquors transported into any State or 
Territory, or remaining therein for use, con- 
sumption, sale or storage, shall immediately 
upon arrival in the State or Territory be 


subject to the operation and effect 
of the laws of such State or Ter- 
ritory. The prohibitory law of this 


State is in full force and effect asa continu- 
lug statute. It was duly enacted in the ex- 
ercise of the police powers ofthe State. In 
the case of Mulger vs. Kannsas (128 United 
States 623), its constitutionaity! as proper ex- 
ercise of the police power was upheld by tne 
Supreme Court of the United States. The 


probibitary. law will apply to imported 
cigars in orginal packages, the same as te 
intoxicatin liguore immediately fore and 


after the taking effect ofthe Wilson bill. R 
will bein order to close out every original 
package house without delay. The violators 
of the constitutionand laws of our State are 
entitled to no fayors at the hands of the peo- 
ple of Kansas.

ELECTRIC SIGHALIKG AT SEA, 


A Device Premising Better Results Than 
Ay Thus Far Obtained. 


From the New York Times. 

Au apparatus fer signaling in which elec 
tricity plays a prominent part is abeut to be 
intreduced, and for marine signaling and 
night operations it gives every assurance of 
being able te do more than any other appa- 


ratus now in use. It consists of a hellow iren 
pole, from the right and left hand sides of 
which préject herizentally four oblong metal 
frames. ach of these centains two but 
ters. which In their normal pesitien are 
herizontal, and which are mousted on 
axes so that they may be revolved.

Where the Oldest Newspaper Was First 


Established, 


From the Nineteenth Century, 

The Pekin Gazette, which was established in 
the year9ll of the Christian era, has been regu- 
larly published since 1361 A. D. and is at the 
present time edited by a committee of six mem- 
bers of the Academy of Han Lih. Not only is 
it by far the oldest newspaper in the world, 
but it is also infinitely more instructive and 
interesting than all other existing official 
gazottes taken together. To the student of 
Oriental statecraft tae yellow volumes in 
whieh these gazettes, transiated into Eng- 
lish, are bound up and issued annually, 
should be of remarkable value. For here, in 
the formal record et all the important ordl- 
nances, ceremonies, proceedings, judgments, 


opinions and transactions of the Chinese 
Government, wecan see partially unfolaed 
the working constitution of the greatest 
Asiatic empire and the oldest empire in the 
world; we can follow the movement of the 
administrative wheels and obtain a glimpse 
of the system upon which the machinery is 
constructed. 

It becomes thus possible to form some trust - 
worthy conception of the prisciples that 
underlie this vast organization—unquestioned 
authority; lofty ostentation of pubiic moral- 
ity; the affectation of profound reverence for 
churches, ritnais and all things pertaining to 
divinity; deep respect for tradition and an- 
cestral usage coupled with steady encourage- 
ment of classic learning; entire religious tol- 
eration conjoined with the peremptory asser- 
tion of civil supremacy; provincial home rule 
controlled, at least in form, by a Vigilant and 
despotic central executive; in short, 
the continueus experience of 
ages applied to the management b 
dynasty of miscellaneous fribes and races and 
an immense mixed population. We are 
shown, of courage, only the external aspect of 
things; we probably see mo more than an as- 
tute and carefully calcuiating government 
thinks expedient to disclose. And we — 
assume tust pDowhere are the arcana iwper!! 
more strictly withheld, so that the reality may 
be safely guessed to be very different from the 
outward published aspect of affairs. Never- 
theless, in this ample ebronicie of current 
events and transactions, in the notifications 
and orders, in their style and their substance, 
we can recognize a leviathas government in 
full play and pewer, n n & masterful 
and appareatiy successful fashion with at 
léast one problem that has long troubied the 
world and still occasionally perplezes even 
European statesmen.

Blaine’s Attitude Discussed—A Sea Captain 
on Biaine’s Greataess—A Story of Secre- 
tary Rusk—A Talk With Justice Bradley 
—Why He Wanted te Be a Judge Rather 
Than a King.

If we don't 
want it we can give it tothe Irish and I Imag- 
ine the Irish sympathizers en the other side 
would make things lively for England in a 
contest with the United States.“ 

Uncle Jerry Rusk was one of the party who 
listened to Col. Kellogg’s remarks, and thd 
question next came up as to the available 
troops the United States nad In case of trouble. 
Our militia was referred to and the Secretary 
of Agriculture, though he stated that he did 
not have any opinion to express as to the sit- 
uation, stated that he could raise a division in 
Wisconsin on twenty-four hours’ notice and 
that the other States of the Union could 


probably do the same, 
A NAVAL OFFICER, 
in commenting upon the way in whieh Blaine 
had handied the American end of the dispute, 
told one of Dick Wintersmith’s stories of 
Blaine. It related to a sailor who was at 
Washington and who met Biaine fer the rst 
time. When he was introduced he looked 
Blaine all over and said: Are you the Blaine 
who was born in Penasyivania?’’ ‘‘Yes,’’ re- 
plied the Plumed Knight, ‘‘I was born there.

markable analytical minds of the porn Rs 
He ig a noted mathematician and one of t 

curiosities of his constitution Is that he runs 
to figures forrest. He likes to reckon up the 
hour that thesun will set on the odd days of 
the year for Imstance, and he has — 
even known to make almanaces and calendars 
of various kinds for tun. He ie now amasing 
himself at Deer Park in this way and the frst 
nigbt he arrived he went out and staked off a 
number of points from the North Star and he 
has since calculated the altitude, the latitude 
and the longitude of his present situation. 
He keeps the malle ot with letters 
to the officers ef the Geological Survey, 
and he has a better knowledge of where Deer 
Park actually is than anyother man in the 
country.

„was a weil read man, but hie greatest intel- 
lectual possession was his knowledge of the 
Bible. He knewthe Scriptures by heart and 
he could quote verse and text In Ulustration 
of any point, whether he was before a jury or 
upon thestump. He often eorrected preach- 
ers in their quotations and wher the stories 
charging him with leading a dissoiute life 
were published the people of Wisconsin would 
not believe them, and the preachers steod up 
for him. He told how he 
came to make of the 
Bible. Is was when began to 
study law. He wanted to be taken into the 
office of Rufus Choate and he called upon 
Choate at bis law office in Boston for his ad- 
vice and permission to study with him. 
Cnoate looked at him for a moment and then 
asked him if he was in eargest. He replied 
that he was and Mr. Choate then told bim that 
if he wanted to become a great lawyer he must 

o home and learn the Bible by heart. be 

Ile, said he, is the foundation of all law 
and if you want to become a great lawyer you 
must know it. If you want to make a good 
speaker, study the Bible, fer the Bibie 
is the foundation of all good speak- 
ing. Young Carpenter did not now 
what to make of this advice, but Cheate 
refused to admit him to his office until 
he had learned it and he went home and be- 
gan the work. He worked day and night for 
seven monthsand at the end of that time came 
back to Ghoate, having committed the whole 
to memory.
